Hence, trees can be sent with safety from Rochester to localities several degrees 
south, even if they do not arrive until after the ordinary transplanting season 
in that locality has passed. 


DIRECTIONS FOR SHIPPING. 


Parties ordering are requested to state explicitly the mode of conveyance by 
which they desire their trees forwarded. When no route is designated, we exercise 
our judgment; but in no case do we assume any responsibility after the packages 
are shipped, unless for our own mistakes. When losses occur by detention, claims 
should at once be made on the forwarder.
